SYNOPSIS OF LANHAM’S MESSAGE. 


Indorsing the recom m endations 
made by Gov. Sayers, Gov. L a n ­ 
ham recommends th a t it is th e part 
of wisdom to appropriate sufficient 
m oney for the proper conduct of 
the various State departm ents and 
institutions. 
All platform dem ands, so far as 
the Constitution will perm it, should 
be enacted into laws. 
Legitim ate capital should be e n ­ 
couraged, but a new and strong 
anti tru st law, to take the place of 
those of 1889, 1895 and 1899, held 
by m any to be unconstitutional, 
should be enacted. 
Laws should be passed to p ro ­ 
tect prim ary elections from lruud. 
All taxation should be 
equal, 
and no property should escape its 
share of burden. 
R ich counties 
should n o t be perm itted 
to scale 
down their assessable values. 
Short term convicts should be 
worked on public highw ays and 
lo n g te rm m en within the walls. 
R egarding the Rusk iron foun­ 
d ry , the Governor recommends that 
it be not abandoned u n til it has 
been ascertained why it has not 
been a paying venture.

Th* rtrst Trenton Cm* 
Sixty Venn 
Ur,; lim ut I .Minion 
London, Jan. 22.—The trial of Col­ 
onel Arthur Lynch, M F , for Gallway, 
on charge of treason by aiding and 
abetting king s and late queen’s ene­ 
mies during the war in South Africa, 
he, according to one unique sentence 
of the arraignmnet, “being moved and 
seduced thereto by the instigation of 
the 
devil,” 
was commenced 
before 
Lord Chief Justice, Lord Aiverstone 
and two others justice*. 
The prison 
er pleaded not guilty 
Upward of six­ 
ty years have elapsed since a treason 
trial has been held in London. 
The 
last was that of John Francis, a youth, 
who fired a pistol at the late Queen 
Victoria as she was riding down Con­ 
stitution bal. Francis was condemned 
to death, but his sentence was com 
muted to life imprisonment. 
He was 
released in 1847. 
Unusual interest is 
therefore taken in the present case 
The court room is crowded, many la 
dies including Mrs. Lynch, being pres­ 
ent. 
Colonel Lynch was pale and care­ 
worn, but stood composedly listening 
to the lengthy indictment, which oc 
cupied nearly an bour in reading 
Drawing, quartering and beheading 
accompanied death penalty for trea 
son until 1870, when this was abolish 
ed 
the death 
penalty, however, re 
mains. 
The attorney 
general. 8ir 
Robert 
Finley, opened the case, reciting a1 
leged treasonable acts, fully represent 
ed at preliminary hearing. 


COURTROOM CROWDED. 


H E W O U LD N ’T BE SN UBBED 


Counsel Said Defendant Wa* Protected 
by the Neutrality Law*. 
London, Jan. 22.—The courtroom in 
which Colonel Arthur Lynch Is being 
tried on the charge of 
high 
treason 
was again crowded today. 
After reading the deposition of an 
American, Lewis Pandley, 
who 
said 
Colonel Lynch had forced him to take 
up arms in behalf of the Boers at Glen­ 
coe, but who got off through the inter­ 
vention of the American consul, coun- 1 
sel for defense submitted the prisoner 
was protected by naturalization laws. 
He icaimed that a man was entitled to 
become an alien at any time,even after 
the outbreak of war. 
He referred to 
the war of independence; 
said there 
were at least 20,000 men of British birth 
Id the American 
mercantile marine, 
and asserted there are 20.000,000 peo­ 
ple living in America who possessed 
two nationalities. 
In any event, counsel added, if th* 
court 
decided the 
prisoner was 
a 
British subject he ought to be tried in 
Australia, where he was born. 
Attorney General 
Sir Robert Fin­ 
lay, replying for the prosecution ar­ 
gued that Colonel Lynch procured na­ 
turalization for the purpose of fight­ 
ing against his own country, and add­ 
ed that even could naturalization cov­ 
er the prisoner’s subsequent actions 
it could not cover the interior reason, 
namely, the gathering to the “queen’s 
enemy and declaring _his willingness 
to fight against her forces."

General Grant wag a great admirer 
of Colonel Thomas Ochiltree and made 
mauy of the men of Galveston a bit 
jealous. As a result they once planned 
an Incident whereby they would hu­ 
miliate Ochiltree. 
Grant wu» to stop 
at Ga I vest on after his trip to South 
America, und the committee did not 
put Ochiltree’s name on the list of dis­ 
tinguished men to meet him. 
Ochiltree bided his time. as he was 
never known to complain, and did not 
go to the ship to welcome General 
Grant He took a vantage point in the 
crowd that filled the streets in front of 
the Tremont House. 
Ho was behind 
two rows of celebrities who were doing 
guard duty along the edges of a crim 
son carpet which ran from the hotel 
steps to the curb. The reception com­ 
mittee. or part of it was standing In 
the hotel door, waiting to give the gen­ 
eral the gladsome band. 
Ochiltree watched until the general 
and Mrs. Grant had stepped from the 
carriage, and then he bulged through 
the line. He rushed down the crimson 
carpet, shook heartily the hand of his 
old friend and. offering his arm to 
Mrs. Grant, marched proudly through 
the rank and. file of the leading citizens 
Into the hotel. 
The mob outside de­ 
manded a speech from the general, 
and. constituting himself a committee 
of one, Colonel Ochiltree appeared with 
him lu the hotel balcony and intro­ 
duced Grant as one of bis best, truest 
and bravest fi^pnda. This was the last 
time the men in Galveston tried to 
snub bim at a social function.

covers the mountain aide. some near the 
foot and some at the top and others be 
tween the lines, keeping abreast by an 
Imitated owl boot The deer, on ‘wind­ 
ing’ pursuit, have the trick of leaping 
away down the sloj>e, unlike the goats. 
which go up, and thus between the two 
approaching parties they are swept to­ 
gether at the middle of the valley. A 
good sised herd will thus Ik* killed off 
and the Indians supplied for many 
weeks by two or three days’ exertion.”
